during epidemics) the use of a 
normal salt solution, for It not 
only helps wash away stray corms 
but It also promotes the neutral­

(Best follow that with an oily 
application.)

made by pouring a pint and an 
ounce of bolling water over a level 
teaspoon of salt and boiling fot 
two or three minutes. This will 
sterilize it (the extra ounce of 
water will allow for evaporation. 
so the solution is finally one pint).
